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Assessment Center begins

Kendall Demonstration Elementary 
School has established an Assessment 
Center to provide comprehensive diag- 
nostic evaluations of hearing impaired 
persons from infancy through high 
school. Its first clients are scheduled for 
January, 1982. 

Jean Moore, assistant to the KDES 
dean and Pat Spencer Day, planning/ 
assessment specialist, are responsible 
for coordinating and implementing 
Center activities. “We’re starting out on 
a very limited basis and will accept only 
a small caseload,” explained Moore. 
She said referrals to the Assessment 
Center are sought from local educa- 
tional agencies in the primary service 
area (PSA) of Washington, DC, Mary- 
land, Virginia, West Virginia, Delaware 
and Pennsylvania. In-depth assessment 
and consultation services are not limited 
to persons from these areas but PSA 
residents will have first priority. Accord- 
ing to Moore, the criteria for referral to 
the Center includes that a child have a 
suspected or previously diagnosed 
hearing impairment, that he/she be up 
to 21 years old, an infant through 
secondary school and that the child be 
a U.S. citizen. Students from KDES 
and MSSD will not receive services 
through the Assessment Center but will 
continue to receive services from the 
diagnostic/clinical and support services 
team in each school. 

An interdisciplinary team of 
_ specialists will manage all assessments 
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MSSD students perform seasonal songs, signing along with a chorus 
from Ellington School for the Arts, Dec. 11 at the Department of Health 
and Human Services.

over a one- to three-week period. The 
most advanced methods, materials and 
technologies will be used for assess- 
ment, educational planning and follow- 
up consultation. On-site housing at a 
minimal fee will be provided for non- 
local families during the assessment 
process. 

The Center will offer assessment ser- 
vices in the areas of language/speech, 
manual communication skill, cognition, 
academic achievement, learning devel- 
opment, psychology, social/emotional 
status, physical and ophthalmological 
evaluation. According to Moore, initial- 
ly Gallaudet’s Hearing and Speech 
Center will provide the audiological and 
speech/language evaluation services. If 
additional testing is required, services 
such as neurological assessment, 
specialized medical testing, genetic 
evaluation, electro-physiological 
audiology procedure, psychiatric 
evaluation and family interaction 
analysis are available. 

The expected outcome of assessment 
is the development of a set of recom- 
mendations directly related to the 
child’s educational programming needs. 
The role of the Assessment Center in 
educational planning and follow-up is 
to facilitate the delivery of needed ser- 
vices to the child. However, the Center 
is not responsible for actually providing 
these services. The child’s school pro- 
gram and/or the local educational 
agency is ultimately responsible for car- 
rying out recommendations made by 
the Assessment Center.

Merrill honored 
for human rights 


Dr. Edward C. Merrill, Jr. was 
honored as a distinguished contributor 
to human rights at the annual Human 
Rights Day Community Luncheon on 
Dec. 10, 1981. The luncheon, held at 
the International Inn, was coordinated 
by the Capital Area Division United Na- 
tions Association of the USA. 

Held on the 33rd anniversary of the 
signing of the Universal Declaration of 
Human Rights by the General Assem- 
bly of the United Nations, the event 
featured a proclamation sent from the 
White House by President Ronald 
Reagan proclaiming Dec. 10 Human 
Rights Day. 

Rep. Thomas R. Harkin (D-lIowa), 
who incidentally has studied sign 
language at Gallaudet, gave the major 
address. He laid out an agenda for 
Elliott Abrams, the new Assistant 
Secretary of State for Human Rights 
and Humanitarian Affairs who was be- 
ing sworn in the same day. Harkin told 
the more than 300 people from around 
the world assembled for the luncheon 
that the United States must speak 
openly to friends and enemies on the 
matter of human rights. “I find that 
there is no room for quiet indifference,” 
he said. 

Various organizations presented 
honorees. Merrill had been selected by 
the Gallaudet College Alumni Associa- 
tion. He was cited in part as one who 
has “created better awareness of deaf 
people’s rights, encouraged increased 
educational opportunities, and con- 
tributed to a better understanding of 
their needs through his world-wide 
travels, speeches and writings.”

Registration open for conference 
on social aspects of deafness 


A national research conference on 
the social aspects of deafness will be 


held next June, 1982 at Gallaudet. The 


conference will focus on the areas of 
socialization of the deaf child, social 
aspects of educating deaf persons, the 
deaf community and deaf population, 
the socio-economic status of the deaf 
population, interpersonal communica- 
tion and deaf people, and deaf people 
and social change. 

Discussion copies of six monographs, 
one for each of the above areas, will be 
available to conference participants ap- 
proximately three months prior to the 
conference through advanced registra- 
tion. 

The conference is designed to bring 
authors, editors and registrants together 
for in-depth discussions of major issues 
on the sociology of deafness. To help 
facilitate this process, participants will 
need to have read at least one of the 
monographs, as well as abstracts of the 
other papers, prior to the conference.

Campus police officer arrested 


Donelson Wardlaw, a member of the 
campus police at Gallaudet since 
Sept. 9, 1980, was arrested on campus 
Dec. 12, 1981 and charged with grand 
larceny in connection with the illegal 
use of a Riggs Bank 24-hour teller 
card. 

The arrest followed an investigation 
that began Oct. 19 this year when Kitty 
Baldridge, an instructor in the Physical 
Education Department, reported to the 
Department of Safety and Security that 
her camera was missing from her 
Hughes Gym office. She later dis- 
covered that her Riggs National Bank 
24-hour teller card and personal iden- 
tification number were also missing. 

Beginning on Oct. 21, 42 unautho- 
rized withdrawals of $40 each were 
made from Baldridge’s checking ac- 
count at Riggs. Wardlaw signed a con- 
fession that he had used the card to 
make the withdrawals.

Security Allen Nowell was in charge of 
the investigation. Nowell conducted a 
preliminary crime analysis which 
showed that most of the withdrawals at 
the campus Riggs Bank facility took 
place after midnight in Ely Center, 
when the building was locked. Under 
the circumstances, only someone with a 
building master key could have access 
to the teller machine. 

When it became clear that a campus 
police officer might be implicated, an 
intensive internal investigation was be- 
gun. This investigation included surveil- 
lance of the Riggs branch on campus as 
well as two off-campus branches. 

“We don’t care who you are or what 
your position,” said DOSS Manager 
Floyd Holt following the arrest. “If you 
steal at Gallaudet College, we are go- 
ing to get you. Not even the police are 
exempt from the law. That’s a 
promise.”

Charlotte Hawkins-Shepard, senior 
research associate for the Office of 
Sponsored Research, completed her 
PhD dissertation last June. She studied 
national patterns of information seeking 
and providing in the area of hearing 
impairment through the use of two 
specially developed mail questionnaires. 
Subjects for the study were 1,057 
organizations providing services in the 
area of hearing impairment, and 550 
individuals concerned with hearing im- 
pairment. 

Results underscored the many and 
diverse organizations to which requests 
are made. Findings highlighted the 
following topics as important to large 
numbers of individuals: deafness in 
general, manual communication/sign 
language, hearing aids, mainstreaming, 
philosophy/methods of teaching deaf 
children, and parent education. 

The results showed that per topic, 
more organizations receive requests 
than have information available to pro- 
vide to those making requests. Data 
and comments reflected enthusiasm 
and support for the National Informa- 
tion Center on Deafness at Gallaudet, 
with numerous organizations and in- 
dividuals anticipating making use of the 
Center.

A reduction of 10% in energy con- 
sumption per square foot of space dur- 
ing fiscal year 1982 is attainable. This 
achievement must be the responsibility 
of each of us—students, staff and 
faculty —working together in a common 
effort. 

In fiscal year 1981 we col- 
lectively reduced our consumption only 
4%, but our cost for energy increased 
14%. With fiscal funding at 1981 levels 
and unit costs increasing, we will have 
energy costs again using funds which 
are needed elsewhere. 

The Physical Plant has improved 
some buildings during the summer with 
insulation, valving and set-back ther- 
mostats which will help reach this goal. 
Your contribution can be any or all of 
the following: 

1. Keep windows and doors shut. 

2. Avoid requesting and using aux- 
iliary electric heat. 

3. Draw drapes over windows at night 
during winter. 

4. Turn out lights when room is unoc- 
cupied, even if for only a few 
minutes. 

5. Schedule winter activities during
